LINCOLN'S READING. 


Bow B* Brad Homer'. Iliad In the Offle* 


of «n Illlnol* Hotel. 


I heard a new story about Abraham 


Lincoln, and best ol all about Abraham 
Jncoln's reading, which of all sides 
jf him is perhaps least known. A 
riend of mine now in the city, who 
lad the good fortune to know Lincoln 
veil for two years before his election 
as President, says while sitting in his 
lotel in Bloomington, Dl., early one 
morning thirty years ago, the landlord 
came up-stairs and asked him to come 
down and be introduced to Abraham 
Lincoln, known and loved of all land- 
lords in Hie region about Springfield. 
My friend went down and found the 
tall, smooth-shaved lawyer, to whose 
face, he says, no engravings or por- 
traits do justice in its wonderful and 
expressive power. 
He was reading 


Homer's "Iliad," in a translation, of 
course. 
Lincoln held the book out at 


arm's length after a word or two had 
passed, when he laughed and said: "I 
have made up my mind that I have got 
to read Homer's 'Iliad,'" and the 
quaint look which has become his- 
torical spread over his face. 
"You 


know a man might as well be out of 
the world as not read Homer's -Iliad.' " 
It was the summer of tho hot campaign 
between Lincoln and Douglas, and this 
lawyer politician, whose public reputa- 
tion was probably as far removed from 
the classics as any man who has readied 
eminence in our annals, had selected 
as the book with which he would till 
up a gap in his mental education dur- 
ing the intervals of this hot politica1 
debate Homer's "Iliad." 


Thevu is or ought to be somewhere a 


travel-worn Shakespeare which de 
serves to be shrined at Washington, 
Robert Lincoln—to return to Abrahan 
Lincoln's reading—is fond of saying 
that his father never traveled withoti 
his copy of Shakespeare packed in a 
box with him. In the odd moments of 
ruses am! trials, in desolate court-house, 
in the cheerless rooms of more desolate 
hotels, in the dirt and discomfort of 
railroad traveling—and fe,w of us know 
what railroad traveling w:is on the 
long stretches of Illinois roads thirty 
yeais ago—Abraham Lincoln vend and 
i oread this worn-out copy of Shakc- 
.speare, committing groat stietches of 
it to memory, until, as most men know, 
he was able to match the average ac- 
quaintance of most actors with greater 
passages of the, great plays. Judge 
Kelley took onu of the actors of the 
day, John McCnllough I think it was, 
during the war to see Lincoln, and was 
amazed to find the President as familiar 
with the poet as was the actor. It is 
of still more interest, in connection 
with Mr. Wilson Barrett's theory of 
"Hamlet," that Abraham Lincoln once 
asked Hackett, whose Falstaff was the 
delight of an early day: "Why do you 
actors always play Hamlet as an irreso- 
lute, vacillating, vague, middle-aged 
sort of a man?" "Because he was," 
replied Mr. Hackett, with the acute 
certainty of the actor. "But he was 
not," said Lincoln; "he was young, 
impetuous, full of action, prompt. He 
is always doing some thing. The play 
is full of it, and he ought to be played 
as a young man." 


I was privileged the other day to hear 


Walt Whitman express his opinion of 
these conflicting theories of "Hamlet." 
"Is not that," said the old man, in the 
slow, ponderous, hesitating tone In 
which he often pauses for a word, but 
never stops for an idea, "is not that 
the mystery, the wonder, the fun of it, 
as the slang word would have it, that 
Hamlet combines both .these phases, 
the uncontrollable impulse, aggressive 
temperament, and at the same time the 
meditative, philosophic, anxious, hesi- 
tating manP i» uot tn's tne interest of 
tho character which has caused it to be 
overlaid with great accumulati, which 
have hidden the poet's real purpose- 
it he had one?"—Philadelphia Press.

NATURAL GAS. 


What It is Supposed to be—An In- 


teresting Chapter in Science. 


The Stare brothers are active in mak- 


ing preparations to bore for natural gas 
near Shellabarger & Co.'s mill. Their 
resolve to make the search without call- 
ing upon citizens to help bear a portion 
of the expense, is proof of their faith in 
the success of the enterprise. On a re- 
cent visit to Pennsylvania they looked 
into the matter, and then determined to 
find gas at Decatur. They are now in 
Ohio to engage machinery and an expert 
to operate the same. 


The following careful exposition of 


theories concerning natural gas is ot lo- 
cal and general interest : . 


Portions of this state as well as por- 


tions of several others, are somewhat ex- 
cited over natural gas, so<alled,m con- 
tradistinction to artificial gas, which is a 
product of human manufacture. Natural 
gas is found as in the crude petroleum, 
in the beds ot rock, which have been 
called oil sands. There are large natural 
gas fields in which no oil is found, but 
many wells sunk for oil even m the oil 
fields turn out gas wells with out any 
oil, although the gas is found in regular 
oil sands. So far science has been un- 
able to tell the origin of natural gas 
or oil. On these substances science has 
only theories and no positive knowledge. 


One theory is that it has been formed 


by the action of great heat—from the 
supposed fiery interior of the earth— 
upon the water which finds it way 
through crevices in the rocks to a great 
depth? and which had become hydro-car- 
bonized, as it is called, in its passage 
through beds of shale, etc,—the heat 
vaporizing the water and setting free tne 
gases. If formed in this way the supply 
will be inexhaustible. Another theory 
is that it is formed by the action of the 
salt water upon the beds of limestone. 


Another theory is that it ia formed by 


action of internal heat and the pressure 
of the rock sti ata which have been formed 
above them upon beds of Vegetation, 
trees, ferns, etc., which were covered up 
by sinking of parts of the earth beneath 
those old-time seas or oceans,

theory is the snme as one of those given 
for the origin of oil—and, indeed, it is 
most probable that not only oil and gas, 
but coal, also, has been formed by the 
same process. It is agreed on all hands^ 
the proof being conclusive, that coal has 
been formed by the action of the heat, 
and the pressure ot the overlaying strata 
upon just such beds of buried vegetation 
or forests; and as oil can be made from 
coal, and the gas from oil, it would seem 
that they are closely related, and all have 
had a common origin, probably -the 
buried beds of ancient vegetation, which 
were of an oily nature, owing to the pecu- 
liar circumstances 
surrounding they 


•growth. Beds of vegetation, if buried 
would be thus changed. The gas would 
thus rise, first, because all light gases or 
vapors always seek to rise; and second, 
because the gas formed in this way would 
be confined under a pressure which would 
force its way from the place where it was 
formed if it could find any place of 
escape; hist as water, confined and heat- 
ed in a boiler (in a manner corresponding 
to that in which these beds of vegetation 
were confined and heated), is very rapidly 
changed into vapor, steam, which rushes 
furiously through any opening it may 
find 
A quart or any other quantity ot 


water will make 1,701) times its quantity 
or bulk of steam; and of course to confine 
this very much larger bulk of steam in 
the place occupied by the single quart or 
other quantity of water, woidd be pack- 
ing it so closely or tightly together that 
it would naturally exert a great pressure 
in order to escape, and to spread itself 
out to its full size—1,700 what it was be- 
fore 
The temperature of natural gas is 


said to be about 45 degrees as it comes 
from the well. It is composed of carbolic 
acid 6-10, carbonic oxid 6-10, oxygen 8-10, 
olefant gas 1, etyric hydride 5, marsh gas 
H7, hydrogen 22, nitrogen 3, are the pro- 
portions of each constituency in 100 parts 
of the gas. Just how it is formed no sci- 
entist has yet been able to tell, but we 
do know that it is found in oil sands, and 
sometimes with oil, sometimes alone. 


In and around every oil held these 


wells are found. 
It is also known 


that there are large gas finds wheie 
no oil is found. 
Like the oil belt, 


the gas fields run parallel with the Alle 
L'heny mountains. It is also a tact that 
Kas is much more abundant upon the 
slopes and summits of. ridges, while oil IB 
found in the valleys or troughs between 
them along the slopes or summits of 
these ridges. This is no doubt owing 
probably to the fact that gas is always 
seeking to rise, and thus has accumulated 
along these higher parts of the sand rock. 
As with oil, so with natural gas; its great 
storehouse is the Pennsylvania oil re- 
gions notwithstanding it has been found 
at various points throughout the west.
